The five-day 
festivities include parades and pageantry, 
culminating in the choosing of a Festival Queen 
from amongst the princesses representing the small 
towns in the Valley. 





















Annapolis Royal 
Historic Gardens 
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Destined to become a leading tourist 
attraction for Eastern Canada, the 
Annapolis Royal Historic Gardens will be 
opened to visitors for the first time in 
1981. Attractions in the ten acre garden 
site include a 17th century style Acadian 
Cottage, Garden and dyke; a rose maze; 
boardwalk through jungle-like elephant 
grass, over 50 acres of dykeland and an 
exciting variety of shrubs, trees and 
flowers. Small admission fee, open 7 days 
a week. Located in Canada’s oldest 
permanent settlement, Annapolis Royal.

While visiting in Nova Scotia be sure to 
include Canada’s only Provincial 
Firefighter's Museum. You will enjoy 
two floors of antique firefighting 
apparatus and equipment dating from 
1819 to 1932 including hand pumpers, 
steam engines, horse-drawn engines and 
motor fire engines plus many smaller 
items such as speaking trumpets, 
helmets, leather buckets, lanterns, 
shoulder patches etc. On our second 
floor, in addition to the many 
photographs, fire equipment and displays 
we also have a National Exhibit Center 
where you can see travelling exhibits 
which change every six weeks. Also you 
will be able to shop in a small gift shop 
which sells only firematic items. The 
Museum is open all year.

The South Shore is many things, including 
warm, friendly people. Take the time to say 
hello; they’ve got the time for you. And you can 
never tell, you just might hear some sea-stories that 
you'd never find in history books. 

But the South Shore is more than just 
famous sights and places along the coast. Move 
inland and you'l find excellent camping facilities at 
Kejimkujik National Park. This 380 square 
kilometer park is dotted with many lakes 
surrounded by low-lying heavily-forested hills that

We he beautiful friendly Marine 
alg Drive, on Nova Scotia’s 

Eastern Shore links Cape Breton 
with the provincial capital Halifax. Good roads 
and magnificent unspoiled scenery delight the 
visitor. Nearly all the accommodation, whether it 
be campgrounds, cabins, motels or hotels 
provide a view of water — rivers, lakes or the 
mighty ocean itself. 

The Marine Drive runs through delightful 
fishing villages where friendly people are only 
too happy to stop and talk, especially if it’s 
about fishing. Visit the Fisherman’s House 
Museum to see how a fishing family really lived 
or visit the world famous smokehouse of Willy 
Krauch in Tangier where he prepares the 
smoked salmon, eels and mackerel that fill 
orders from the gourmets of the world. Visit 
Canso, scene of an annual Regatta, or Sheet 
Harbour where the Seaside Summer Festival 
runs each year. 

The Marine Drive takes you through 
country that is steeped in history and offers 
recreational opportunities for the whole family. 
One example is Sherbrooke Village. This pretty 
village is located on the banks of a famous 
salmon river. A major restoration project has 
restored Sherbrooke to its days as a gold rush 
town a hundred years ago and brought back the 
charm and flavour of the mid 19th Century in 
Nova Scotia. Close by, the Country Harbour 
ferry links Route 7 with Route 316 along the 
shore to historic Canso, Guysborough and 
Mulgrave. 

Preserving the history of the region is the 
old Courthouse Museum at Guysborough, the 
Whitman House Museum at Canso, the 
Fishermen’s Life Museum and the 
Musquodoboit Railway Museum at 
Musquodoboit Harbour. 

Public beaches just off the highway form 
part of the Eastern Shore Seaside Park system 
and a renewed interest in gold is bringing mining 
companies to explore again this once famous 
gold mining region. Take time and enjoy the 
many Day Trips and side roads, the church 
suppers and seafood restaurants, the friendly 
people and the magnificent scenery. 








Take a trip back into time. 








The boom and bust era of a 19th century Nova 
Scotian village has been brought back for all to 
enjoy in this classic restoration. The charm, 
simplicity and historical interest of Sherbrooke 
Village has enthralled young and old for years. 
Visit the working blacksmith's shop where you 
can buy replicas of items from a century ago or 
drop into the Post Office where mail used to 
arrive by stage coach. Mail postcards here to 
friends and relatives back home. As you stroll 
down the streets of the village you will pass the 
Pharmacy and operating print shop, peek into 
the jail house, and stand fascinated as craftsmen 
create wooden boats. Other features include a 
general store, court house, coach barn, school- 
house, sawmill and a National Exhibit Centre. 
Sherbrooke Village is located at Sherbrooke, on 
the beautiful Marine Drive (route 7), and is open 
mid May to mid October. Admission is charged, 
$1.50 for adults, families $3.50.

St. Ann’s, there stands the only Gaelic College 
in North America. It was founded in 1939 to 
help preserve Scottish culture. This college 
offers summer courses in Highland dances, arts, 
crafts, bagpipes and the weaving of tartans. 

You may be surprised to know that one 
Mr. Alexander Graham Bell was a resident of 
this fair isle. A memorial dedicated to that 
gentleman is in a small town called Baddeck. 
The Alexander Graham Bell Museum is well 
worth a visit too. You'll find that Mr. Bell did 
much more than just invent the telephone. In 
fact, it was he who wrote, “I have travelled 
around the globe. I have seen the Canadian 
Rockies, the Andes and the Highlands of 
Scotland. But for simple beauty, Cape Breton 
outrivals them all”. After you visit with us, you 
may well share that sentiment. 


The scenery at Bras d’Or Lakes is 
incredible. You have to see it to believe it. This 
sparkling body of water is a huge 640 square 
kilometer inland sea that almost bisects Cape 
Breton Island. A virtually tideless lake, it

resembles a Scottish loch, down to thé superb 
highland scenery that encircles it. 

At St. Peters where the lakes meet the 
Atlantic Ocean, is the beginning of the 
picturesque Fleur-de-lis Trail. This route almost 
circles the Acadian French-speaking Isle 
Madame. This little island abounds with rocky 
coves and handsome fishing villages. Its 
shipbuilding and blacksmithing heritage goes 
back to the early 1800’s. There is a museum 
dedicated to this heritage ... . with interesting 
exhibits of ships chandlery and anchor making. 

A trip up the Northumberland Strait side 
of the island will introduce you to the verdant 
and picturesque Ceilidh Trail, land steeped in 
Scottish tradition. 

A visit to Cape Breton will show you that 
it’s more than just lush green hills, undulating 
valleys and spectacular shoreline scenery. It’s 
also an interesting mix of very special people.

From history to heritage, the visitor can enjoy a 
thrilling trip down a shaft to see how mining is 
carried out today. 

Every tour of the mine is accompanied by a 
veteran miner. Visitors, wearing protective 
clothing, miner’s hard hat and lamp, descend 
down a 682-foot shaft to pit bottom. 

The equipment used in a modern longwall 
mining operation has been maintained at the 
coal face. The tour then views operations at pit 
bottom after which man-rakes are boarded for a 
trip to the surface. At the head of the tunnel, a 
narrow gauge train, powered by a mine diesel, 
waits to take visitors back to the mine site 
where they will turn in their safety equipment. 
It’s a thrilling and informative adventure tour for 
the whole family.
